XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for July, August, and 
September, 1921. 


July.—The rainfall distribution for July plainly evidenced a continuance of the antarctic con- 
trol that marked the latter half of June. Except at certain localities on the South-West Coast and 
along the Great Southern Railway, the totals were generally deficient, and dwindled away to vanishing 
point in the extreme North-East portions of the Coolgardie Goldfields. 


After the first week a pronounced decline was noted in the activity of the depressions, and high 
pressures, with finer weather, gradually gained the ascendant over inland areas, although passing 
Southern depressions still affected the coast, where, in fact, very few fine days were experienced through- 
out the month. On the 22nd a fairly general rain was again recorded and the weather continued wet 
for a week, showers extending eventually, in a light fashion, to all areas South from Wallal. 

Although the totals over most parts of the wheat belt were deficient compared with the averages 
for previous years (generally speaking between 1 and 1} inches below), the month’s rainfall must be 
regarded as a very satisfactory one, if the peculiarities of the season are taken into account. May 
and early June were excessively wet, and even in the latter half of June the rain, though light, was 
continuous. Under the circumstances what, from an agricultural point of view, was really required, 
was an abatement of the rain, and this actually occurred during the middle of the month. 


August.—Owing to the dominance of high pressure systems over the inland areas, the month 
of August, like its predecessor, was marked by a deficiency of agricultural rains. Good falls, however, 
visited the wheat growing areas between the 3rd and 10th, in connection with the two storms of tropical 
origin, which also affected the Ashburton, Gascoyne, Murchison, and Coolgardie Goldfields, and, to 
a lesser extent, the De Grey. As a. result most of the stations in those portions of the State showed 
excesses at the end of the month, in which a few of the extreme Eastern agricultural localities partici- 
pated, but otherwise the agricultural districts, in spite of further showers on the 12th and again between 
the 19th and 21st, registered totals considerably in defect of the average. 

The great majority of the coastal localities also showed shortages ranging up to 3:6 inches at 
Chidlow’s Well. At Rottnest, however, an excess of over an inch was recorded, and a small increase 
was also noted at Cape Naturaliste. These excesses suggest that the tropical rain-bearing activities 
were by no means exhausted. Owing, however, to the pressure exerted by the inland “ highs,” the 
paths of the depressions lay much farther Westward than usual. As a matter of fact two active systems 
passed down the coast on the 25th and 30th, but the resultant showers scarcely crossed the Darling 
Range. Subsequently the storms passed across the Bight to the Eastern States, where extensive 
rains developed. 


September.—Generally speaking the rainfall for the month of September was very close to normal 
in character, the tropical areas recording a perfectly dry month, while two very satisfactory general 
downpours visited the agricultural districts. Less rain than usual, however, reached the Gascoyne 
and Goldfields, while on the other hand the majority of stations along the South-West Coast registered 
considerable excesses. Throughout the wheat belt the totals did not differ greatly from the average 
values, being in some cases slightly below and in others a little above. 

The two agricultural districts rainstorms referred to occurred on the 5th and 17th respectively, 
the former, which followed on a fortnight’s dry weather, no doubt proved extremely beneficial to the 
crops, and its good effects were accentuated by the rains at the middle of the month. Subsequently 
showers were frequent on the South-West Coast, and penetrated in a very scattered fashion to agri- 
cultural localities, but although the gaugings were light, the cloudy conditions which prevailed prevented 
the desiccation of crops and surface soil.
